in the last decade underwater swimming has gained great popularity. 

Sub-aqua clubs 
are springing up all over Britain and throughout the world. 

Underwater swimming can mean many different things. It may mean 
fishing, exploring or treasure seeking, but whatever you go for you are 
sure to find the underwater world fascinating, mysterious, full of excite- 
ment and adventure. It is a silent, colourful, ever-changing world and 
underwater swimming has been described as the most exciting sport of 
all. 

This catalogue provides a brief guide for beginners and useful infor- 
mation for experts. |t presents one of the finest ranges of underwater 
equipment available anywhere for amateur or professional use.

In 1961 Siebe Gorman and С. Е. Heinke, two of the world's greatest names 
in underwater equipment, pooled their resources and experience to 
manufacture diving equipment under the name Siebe Heinke. 

Both companies had been concerned with diving for almost 150 years 
and had individually developed the first diving suits at the beginning of 
the nineteenth century. After many years of competitive trading, the 
union of the two companies has resulted in an extremely comprehensive 
range of equipment, which includes everything you could possibly need 
for activities under water. The search for improvement continues, new 
equipment is constantly being developed, and existing products brought 
up-to-date. 

All equipment receives the rigorous testing and the attention to detail 
which are so vital in a field where lives depend on safety and efficiency. 

Designed to combine the existing range of products of both companies, 
the catalogue also introduces some new developments resulting from the 
merger. While maintaining a variety of demand valves, it has been the 
policy to standardize on cylinders, harnesses, pressure gauges and 
breathing tubes. lt is aimed to provide the customer with a complete 
but easily chosen range of underwater equipment which is safe, efficient 
and comfortable. 


What equipment will you need 


For as little as five pounds you can buy a pair of swim fins, a face mask and a 
snorkel tube, and spend many enjoyable hours ‘skin diving’. ‘Skin diving’ consists 
of swimming underwater, using very basic equipment and relying only on a deep 
breath for an air supply. Itis a sport іп itself and one which is becoming increasingly 
popular every year, and, incidentally, if itis underwater spear-fishing you want, some 
people consider that it is unsportsmanlike to dive in any other way. Many divers 
become extremely proficient at 'skin diving’ and are capable of holding their breath 
for three or four minutes. 

‘Skin diving’ is probably the best introduction you can have to underwater swim- 
ming. However, to really appreciate the wonderful feeling of freedom and relaxation 
associated with the silent underwater world it is necessary to progress a step 
further and investigate the possibilities of remaining underwater for much longer 
periods without surfacing, 

The aqualung, using compressed air, is the obvious answer and this catalogue 
contains everything the aqualung enthusiast could possibly require. Using an 
aqualung is relatively simple, but to avoid accidents it is necessary to adopt certain 
precautions and standards of behaviour. In the United Kingdom the organisation 
which has done most to promoie the sport of underwater swimming is the British 
Sub-Aqua Club. The Club has drawn up a code of behaviour and a series of profic- 
iency tests for underwater swimming. Anyone wishing to use aqualungs would be 
unwise not to take these tests. Having completed the course, you should then be 
fully competent to use an aqualung safely, efficiently, and to the best advantage. 
Branches of the Club exist in most large towns and before purchasing aqualung 
equipment it Is advisable to contact your local branch and obtain details of mem- 
bership. (A fist of branches is included at the back of this catalogue.) For a very 
moderate subscription you can use the full facilities of the Club, receive expert 
instruction, and above all, have a lot of fun. 

Assuming that you already possess the necessary items for skin diving, that is, 
the mask, fins and snorkel, the next step is to choose an aqualung. Several makes 
of aqualung are on the market and your experience with the B.S.A.C. will probably 
have helped to influence your decision. Most serious underwater swimmers in this 
country acknowledge that Siebe Heinke equipment is the most advanced, the most 
reliable and the safest. 

Initially the air capacity of the cylinders will determine the amount of time that 
it is possible to remain underwater, but ultimately endurance relies on the depth 
at whlch you swim. 1,100 litre and 1,400 litre cylinders have been popular for many 
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years, but Siebe Heinke have now decided to standardize their cylinders. The 
standard Siebe Heinke cylinder will, in future, have a capacity of 1,875 litres (approx. 
65 cu. ft). 

The next step is to choose the valve which controls the supply of air from the 
cylinder to the lungs. This is known as a demand valve. It supplies the wearer 
with as much air as he or she requires with each inhalation and shuts it off as 
soon as the wearer exhales. Siebe Heinke manufacture three basic types of demand 
valve - the ‘Mistral’, the 'Merlin' and the 'Mercury' mouth-held demand valve. 
Each have their own characteristics and the final choice will depend largely on 
personal! experience, individual preference and the size of your pocket. 

Other essential equipment includes a harness to strap the aqualung on the back, 
a weight belt and weights, a knife, and a depth gauge. [n the temperate waters 
surrounding the British Isles a suit is usually recommended for additional comfort. 

These are the basic essentials, but like most sports it is possible to expand your 
equipment with various accessories and refinements as you become more familiar 
with the techniques and adopt individual routines, We hope that this catalogue 
will provide you with everything that you require for underwater activities.

Aqualungs 


Complete aqualung sets are nat illustrated in this section because it is passible 
to use various combinations of demand valves and harnesses to build up an 
aqualung. Both single and twin cylinder sets are available and where necessary 
the cylinder manifolds, for linking two cylinders to make a twin set, have been 
illustrated. When ordering a complete aqualung it is necessary to state exact 
requirements regarding demand valves, breathing tubes, etc,

It operates on the single stage system, 
allowing air to enter the breathing cham- 
ber direct from the cylinder without 
previous reduction; this leads to a 
minimum number of moving parts,
